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INTRODUCTION. 

Sijitistics for public liigh schools for 1922 include reports from 
11,()-)G such schools. Of tliis number, 387 arc junior high schools, 
arc junior-senior, and 91 are tlu'cc-your senior liigh scliools. 

All two-\*ear, three-yeur, and four-year junior high schools, which 
arc separately organized, have been included in the statistics of 
junior liigh schools. The junior portions of junior-senior liigh 
sch'Mils have hecn included in the junior-senior statistics. jVII t}'pes 
of junior-senior high schools, whether organized on the 2-4, 4-2, 
2-H. 3-2. 3-3, or 6-ycar undivided plan, are included in the sta- 
tistics of flmior-senior high schools. Only three-year schools con- 
tidoing grades corresjionding to the traditional 10, ,1 1, and 12, when 
scpaiatcly oigiuy^ed ixs senior high schools have been included in 
llic .si utistic.s of senior high schools. In tables showug enrollment 
in elementary grades, the sixth and seventh grades of those schools 
having only seven years in the elementary coui-so are tabulated 
with, the seventh and eighth grades of schools having eight }*ears 
of elementary' work. 

ENROLLMENT. 

Although 270 fewer schools retui-ncd schedules in 1922 than in 
1920. an increase in enrollment of 372,287 pupils is reported, bringing 
tilt' total to 2,220,442. Of tliis number, 35,731 are colored, this 
git'up making an increase of 8,100 over 1920. Those increasc.s are 
nil her evenly distributed throughout the various years of tho course. 

The statistics gathered this year include eni-ollmcnt by subject. 
Complete reports wore received from 13,700 public high schools. 
A tabulation is made to show this item by five-year periods, except- 
ing that the figures for 1922 are used instead of those for 1920. 
Enrollment in the various courses in English was given in so many 
tlifTcrent ways that it was found best to tabulate that subject to 
show the number of students taking one or more courses in English, 
IIS n'jiorted to the bureau. Tliis accounts for part of tho reduction 
in cnrolhiient in that subject since 1015. 

TEACHERS. 

The total number of teachers reported is 113,680, an increase of 
16,030 'over 1920. The greater increase is in the number of men 
teachers.
